MASONIC  DEDICATION  AND  ADDRESS. 
On  tha  24th  of  Juna  last,  the  new  Masonic 
Hall  in  Petersburgh,  Virginia,  was  dedicated  ta  | 
the  purposes  of  masonrj,  under  circumstances  cal- ! 
calatad  to  make  a  pleasing  and  lasting  impression.! 
This  dutj  was  performed  bj  Robert  O.  Scott,  I 
Esq.  assisted  by  other  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of' 
I  Virginia;  on  which  occasion  be  delivered  the  fol- 1 

I  lowing  brief  and  appropriate  1 

i  ADDRESS:  i 

I  Brethren:  The  absence  of  our  worthy  Grand ! 
Master,  has  unespectedly  thrown  on  me  the  into- 1 
resting  duty  of  dedicating  this  Hall  to  the  sacred; 
uses  of  Freo  Masonry;  and  on  such  an  occasion  it - 
may  reasonably  be  anticipated,  and  is  peculiarly  I 
proper,  that  we  should  advert  to  the  nature,  charac- 1 
teristics  and  duties  of  our  long  established  Associa- ! 
tion.  These  have  been  so  often  illustrated,  and  so  ! 
conclusively  enforced,  that  it  is  deemed  superfluous 
to  enter  into  a  detail  of  all  the  arguments  in  favor  of 
its  decided  merits,  or  to  procure  an  observance  of  its ! 
high  behests.  ' 

Tile  great  loading  principle,  to  be  found  running; 
throughout  our  Order,  is  deduced  from  the  uncon- ' 
querable  disposition  for  association,  implanted  in 
our  nature  by  the  author  and  dispenser  of  all  good; 
a  disposition  which  leads  so  directly  and  irresistibly 
to  the  improvement  of  man,  intellectually  anti  mor¬ 
ally,  and  to  his  exaltation  in  the  most  eminent  de¬ 
gree.  A  propensity  which  is  found  among  the  un¬ 
tutored  wild  msn  of  the  forest;  and  the  well  educa-  i 
ted  gentlemen  of  the  most  polished  and  improved  | 
countries.  A  principle  which,  when  well  regulated  I 
and  directed,  promotes  the  general  good,  and  advaii-| 
cestnan  in  usefulness  and  virtue.  A  principle,  with- 1 
out  which,  man  is  ferocious  and  sanguinary.  It  is 
under  the  benign  influence  of  this  principle,  that 
true,  rational  enjoyment  and  happiness  can  alone 
be  felt;  and  for  which  the  anchcrite,  fanatic  and 
misanthrope,  seek  in  vain.  Out  of  this  rational  dis¬ 
position  for  association,  springs  those  artificial  soci¬ 
eties,  voluntarily  entered  into  for  the  improvement 
of  our  mural  and  intellectual  faculties — Of  these, 
none  seize  mure  deservedly  or  readily  on  the  atVec- 
tions  of  mankind,  than  those  instituted  for  charita¬ 
ble  purposes.  For  this  end  we  associate  mainly;  and 
in  great  aniquity  and  usefulness.  Freemasonry  stands 
in  .1  pre-eminent  degree  above  all. 

Without  adverting  particularly  to  the  origin  and 
history  of  our  Order,  it  may  l»e  safely  affirmed,  thaf 
the  first  is  lost  in  antiquity,  and  that  the  last  is,  from 
the  earliest  period  of  whii  h  we  have  any  record, 
full  of  incidents,  shewing  its  universal  charity  and 
benevolence,  and  demonstrative  of  its  happy  tendeN- 
cy  to  correct  the  imperfections  of  our  nature,  and 
to  improve  the  condition  of  man — proclaiming  and 
inculcating,  at  all  times,  “  Peace  on  earth  .«nd  go«<l 
will  towards  all  men  ”  Nor  has  our  institution  been 
limited,  in  its  sphere  of  operation,  to  any  one  por¬ 
tion  of  tlic  globe.  No  clime,  however  distant  c 
unprupitioiis;  no  i-ivilized  nation,  however  separa¬ 
ted  by  its  political  or  other  institutions,  from  tin- 
rest  of  the  haman  race,  but  what  has  been  visited 
hy  our  ennobling  association.  Whilst  other  insfi 
>  tutions,  created  with  similar  intentions,  have  endu- 
'icd  but  for  a  time,  ours  has  lasted  from  the  earliest 
periods  of  the  world,  and  is  found  most  fluurishin-. 
tnd  active  wheie  msn  is  mest  intelligent,  virtuous 
and  happy.  No  obstseVs  can  stay  the  march  of  th«* 
great,  benificent,  and  justly  admired  design  of  our 
Older.  Whereseever  civilized  iiuu  hu  fixed  bis 


abode,  there  too.  Freemasonry  is  found,  dispensing 
to  him  light  and  consolation.  Neither  fanaticism, 
nor  the  uncontrolled  exercise  of  human  authority, 
can  impede  her  progren.  Declaring  the  natural 
equality  of  ell;  denouncing  vice  end  oppression  in 
every  form;  controlling  and  directing  the  passions, 
and  governing  alone  by  an  appeal  to  reassn  and 
the  best  feeling  ef  the  human  heart;  Freemasonry  j 
has  heretofore  defied,  and  will,  in  all  time  to  come,> 
ceiitinuc  to  defy,  tha  edicts  ef  the  despot  and  mn-i 
rhinstions  of  the  ignerant  end  fanatical.  JVe  know 
ne  rank  or  distinction,  but  such  at  is  due  to  real 
Merit;  Our  aristocracy  is  ”  The  nobility  of  virtue.” 
We  embrace  in  cur  philanthropy,  the  whola  buoian 
family.  Ne  sectarian  dilferancea  allay  our  zeal  in 
benevolent  acts.  Neither  wealth,  nor  povrer,  nor 
distinction,  bestowed  by  the  world,  influences  our 
purposes.  They  are  founded  on  too  firm  e  basis; 
and  are  directed  by  toe  high  motives,  to  be  shaken 
by  the  allurements  of  the  one,  cr  the  commands  of 
the  other. 

While  we  inculcate  the  divine  principles  of  for¬ 
bearance,  self-cemmand,  meekness  and  charity:  we 
hold,  that  our  acts  shtuld  be  felt  and  not  boasted  of 
It  is  in  the  cottage,  it  is  on  the  distressed  and  indi¬ 
gent  widow,  the  houselew  and  destitute  orphan, 
that  the  balm  ef  consolation  is  bestowed,  and  the 
purity  and  genuine  spirit  of  Freemasonry  it  mani¬ 
fested. 

To  relieve  their  tufTerings,  te  minister  to  their 
wants,  to  rescue  them  from  misery  and  from  vica,  to 
bind  up  the  broken  hearted,  tnd  to  feed  and  clothe 
the  naked — are  some  of  our  peculiar  duties.

To  lend  our  aiaietancc  in  procuring  inatructior 
for  the  indigent  orphan,  and  to  rear  him  a  Tell-in 
formed  end  virtuous  cilizen — is  one  of;ha  high  com 
inandt  of  our  institution. 

Amon^  ouratlcee,  our  dutissare  many,  and  of  vast 
importance.  Temperance,  forb.oarance,  and  long 
sufiering;  Brotherly  love  and  affection  towards  each 
other,  coBstitute  tom:  of  them.

NEW  THEORY  ANNOUNCED. 

(From  the  National  liitclli^rncer] 

'I’hc  editors  of  the  National  Intelligencer  have 
received  from  a  very  respectable  citizen  of  the  state 
cf  Pennsylvania,  the  following  communication: 

Pennsyi.vam.s,  Dec.  18, 1826. 

Gentlemen-  -Editing  a  paper  of  such  extensive 
circulation  as  the  Intelligencer,  you  cannot  fail  to 
be  interested  in  the  march  of  science  and  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  discovery. 

For  some  time  past,  I  have  occ.isionally  employ¬ 
ed  a  leisure  hour  in  the  invest  ig.it ion  of  the  true  na 
ture  of  Light  and  Heat,  and  think  tint  1  have  at 
length  framed  the  theo  y,  wind!  accords  belter  with 
their  complicated  phenomena  than  any  extant. — 
This  theory  comprises  all  other  theories  w.ihin  its 
folds,  exhibiting  the  works  cf  the  D  uty  throughout 
the  Universe,  in  wonderful  simplicitv,  yet  enille>'" 
variety  and  beauty  If  true,  it  irnist  entirely  chang*' 
the  iw  iencc  of  chemistry  as  at  present  held,  and  open 
a  field  of  discovery  hitherto  unexampled.  If  it  is 
not  true,  then  ji*  universality  and  accordance  with 
such  a  variety  of  fact*,  is  very  remarkable.  It  offers 
ihe  only  plausible  solution  i  have  met  with  for  the 


mysteries  of  Electricity,  Galvanism  and  Magnetism. 
It  does  not  conflict  with  Revealed  Religion,  but 
strengthens  it,  harmonizing  beautifully  with  the 
Mosaic  accounts  of  the  Creation,  as  we  would  sup¬ 
pose  it  would  be  revealed  to  man  at  that  stage  of  the 
world. 

It  may  be  that  I  view  things  as  tending  to  support 
a  favourite  theory  which  would  appear  very  differ¬ 
ently  to  other  persons.  I  know  this  is  not  uncom¬ 
mon  to  theorists;  be  that  as  it  may,  I  am  only  desi¬ 
rous  to  elucidate  the  truth,  and  shall  ere  long  sub¬ 
mit  to  the  scientific  world,  that  it  may  be  tested  by 
experiment  Yours,  &c. 

As  there  is  no  part  of  Natural  Philosophy  more 
obscured  from  human  penetration  than  that  to  which 
the  above  notice  relates,  the  introduction  of  a  new 
theory  on  the  subject  will  be  interesting,  whether 
it  come  to  be  established  or  rejected.  We  invite 
the  writer  to  make  the  exposition  of  his  theory 
through  the  medium  of  our  columns.  If  he  be  a 
visionary  theorist  on  this  particular  subject,  it  is  at 
'east  contrary  to  his  general  character,  which  is  that 
of  an  intelligent  and  enlightened  man.  " 


[From  the  New-Vork  Times:] 

Account  of  the  Galvanic  Erperiinenls  performed  on 
IVilliam  Hill,  who  was  executed  at  Ellis'  Island,  Dec. 
15,  1826. — These  experiments  were  performed  at 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  cf  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  the  State  ofNew-York,  in  the  presence 
of  the  Students  of  the  College,  and  a  number  of 
professional  and  other  gentlemen.  The  battery, 
under  the  direction  of  Professor  Dana,  consisted  of 
two  hundred  pair  of  eight  inch  plates.  The  dissec¬ 
tions  were  made  by  Dr.  J.  Augustine  Smith,  Profes¬ 
sor  of  Anatomy,  and  Doctor  Stevens,  Professor  of 
Surgery.  Tlie  subject  was  one  of  fine  stature  and 
proportions,  and  was  about  twenty-three  years  of 
age.  He  was  suspended  fifty  minutes,  and  was 
brought  to  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
111  twenty  minutes  after  he  was  cut  down.  The 
lemperature  of  the  body  was  82  deg  Fahrenheit 
when  he  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Experiment  1st. — A  wire  was  placed  in  the  mouth 
and  another  in  the  urethra,  and  the  poles  of  the  bat 
tery  applied.  The  jaws  were  violently  closed  and 
the  count  -nince  exhibited  a  strong  play  of  muscles, 
varying  from  the  change  of  one  passion  to  another. 
The  expres.sions  were  generally  of  such  a  character 
as  indicated  great  pain  and  suffering,  and  the  efl'ei  t 
produced  on  the  spectators  was  very  apparent.  M  i- 
ny  shuddered.  As  the  excitability  passed  away, 
ilifferent  attitudes  were  assumed  by  the  muscles, 
from  the  strong  emotion  of  fear  softening  to  a  play¬ 
ful  smile. 

Experiment  2d. — An  incision  was  made  under  the 
tendon  Ai  hillis,  and  u  pole  of  the  battery  placed 
there,  the  other  continuing  in  the  mouth.

Experiment  Zd. — The  r.rdial  nerve  was  new  ex¬ 
posed,  and  the  wires  which  were  placed  for  the 
preceding  experiments  were  successively  held  in 
communication  with  the  arm.  Here  the  flexion  ot 
the  fingers  was  so  strong  that  the  hand  could  with 
diffiedity  be  opened,  the  arm  remaining  in  strong 
agitation. 

— The  sup.  orbit,  nerve  was  laid 
bare  and  touched  by  the  wire.  The  brow  was  thrown 
•lowii  ,and  the  eyelid  gave  what  is  vulgarly  called 
the  knowing  wink. 

Experiment 5ih. — The  infr.  orbit,  nerve  was  pla¬ 
ced  on  the  wire,  and  communication  established  be- 
the  sup.  orbit,  nerve.  The  corner  of  the  moutli  was 
drawn  up,  and  the  aloe  of  the  nose  played  up  and 
down.  Here  both  lids  opened  and  shut,  and  the  eye 
rolled,  which  gave  more  appearance  of  living  action 
than  any  preceding  experiment.  This  was  very  in¬ 
teresting,  as  it  evinced  the  power  of  the  eye  in  ma¬ 
king  up  tlie  whole  expression  of  the  countenance. 
Ill  the  other  experiments,  the  effect  was  solely  on 
the  inusi  les,  and  wanted  the  effect  which  was  here 
coniointly  displayed. 

Experiment  dth. — The  phrenic  nerve,  as  it  passed 
over  the  scalenus  inusclc,  was  held  in  connexion 
'vith  its  inferior  exjiansion  on  the  diaphragm.  All 
the  muscles  employed  in  respiration  were  thrown 


into  motion.  The  chest  heaved  and  fell,  and  breath¬ 
ing  to  all  appearance  was  going  on  naturally. 

The  experiments  were  now  varied.  The  Defla- 
grator  was  now  used  for  the  first  time.  This  batte¬ 
ry,  which  has  but  a  small  power  on  the  living  body, 
was  little  inferior  to  the  small  plates  in  its  effect. 

The  lacteals  were  seen  carrying  the  chyle  to  the 
thoracic  duct,  and  their  absorbent  power  did  not  ap¬ 
pear  to  have  lost  much  of  its  vigor. 

These  experiments  were  more  successful  than 
those  performed  at  former  perioils,  and  whether  to 
saisfy  physiological  emjuiry  or  gratify  curiosity,  iliey 
fulfilled  the  expectations  of  llioso  who  witnessed 
them.

Pkoviuence  Stea.m  Engine.  The  Providence 
.^lnerican  contains  the  report  of  a  committee  ap¬ 
pointed  to  examine  a  steam  engine,  invented  by 
Dr.  Wadsworth,  and  lately  built  at  Providence. — 
The  steam  is  gcneratcil  in  sixteen  double  pipes,  of 
four  feet  in  length,  and  one  and  a  half  inches  into 
rior  diameter. 

These  are  entirely  distinct  from  each  other,  and 
are  inserted  in  a  furnace  of  mason  work,  four  and  a 
half  feet  long,  three  and  a  half  feet  wide,  and  three 
high.  These  tubes  present  to  the  fire  a  surface  of 
water  of  about  forty-eight  square  feet,  and  they  are 
connected  by  means  of  tubes  with  the  cyleiider,  on 
I  which  the  steam  acts  in  the  usual  manner.  The 
engine  operated  with  a  pressure  of  fourteen  pounds 
to  the  square  inch,  and  was  estimated  from  the  area, 
length  and  vibrations  of  the  piston,  to  be  of  eleven 
horse  power.  During  the  period  occupied  by  the 
committee  in  the  investigation,  three  hours  and  a 
half,  one  foot  only  of  pine  wood  was  consumed, 
and  this  quantity  was  amply  sulficicnt  for  heating 
the  engine,  generating  the  steam,  and  keeping  the 
engine  ill  operation.  They  estimate  the  saving  of 
fuel,  over  that  consumed  in  engines  of  the  same 
power,  of  the  usual  construction,  at  sixty-six  par 
cent.  One  of  the  committee  had  witnessed  the  ap¬ 
plication  of  Rhode  Island  coal  to  the  working  of 
the  engine,  with  entire  success.

The  Yellow  Serpent  of  M artinimi  e.  TL*- 
yellow  serpent  of  Martinique  Las  for  a  long  period 
iiecii  the  object  of  so  much  dread,  that  that  alone 
perhaps  has  retarded  the  population  of  the  Island 
for  a  century.  In  spite  of  the  assiduity  with  which 
it  is  pursued,  and  the  numbers  that  are  killed, it  still 
occasions  annually  the  death  of  a  considerable  num¬ 
ber  of  individuals,  especially  among  the  negroes. — 
It*  length  is  sometimes  greater  than  seven  feet  It 
i*  called  the  yellow  serpent  because  frequently  found 
of  that  color,  but  there  are  some  which  are  blackish, 
and  others  spotted  with  black.  Its  venomous  denti 
cles  are  about  fifteen  lines  long.  Along  the  belly 
it  has  from  220  to  210  scales,  but  uniformly  62  on 
the  under  side  of  the  tail.  In  other  respects  it  has 
all  the  characteristics  of  the  other  species  of  its  kind. 
Its  celerity  of  motion,  except  in  the  time  of  diges¬ 
tion,  is  alarming.  It*  fierce  instinct  teaches  it  to 
dart  out  upon  passengers,  and  commonly  it  has  al¬ 
ready  assumed  a  hostile  position  ere  it  is  perceived; 
rolled  up  spirally,  its  head  being  the  top  of  the  sort 
of  cone  which  it  forms,  it  takes  but  a  moment  to 
reach  it*  vicrim.  M.  Moreau  de  Jonness  asserts 
that  it  is  able  to  erect  itself  upon  its  tail,  and  then 
exceeds  a  man  in  length.

(lie  whole  island.  They  prey  upon  birds,  other  rep¬ 
tiles,  and  all  small  four  footed  animals. 

vViiat  IS,  perhaps,  the  most  extraordinary  thing  in

,re  free  from  it,  with  the  exception  of  three — Mar- 
iiiiique,  St.  Lucia,  and  Beconia;  the  others  have  no 
veiioinous  serpent  whatsoever.

Poultry 
are  very  attractive  fare  for  them,  and  they  frequent¬ 
ly  con  eal  themselves  among  the  reeds  of  which  the 
roof  of  the  cottages  art  formed.  They  retreat, also, 
during  the  day,  into  the  hole  of  rats  or  crabs.  These 
reptiles  are  seldom  to  be  seen  in  the  towns,  unless 
it  be  the  young  ones  which  are  carried  thither 
.iinong  the  bundles  of  fodder.  The  inefficacy  of  the 
elforts  of  man  to  destroy  this  plague  has  led  to  the 
introduction  of  some  English  terriers,  of  a  partic¬ 
ular  kind,  which  have  already  been  very,  servicea¬ 
ble.
